_THE LEAGUE AND 
GERMANY - 


By a unanimous ‘vote, Den- 
mark only abstaining from re- 
cording its view, the League of 
Nations Council has expressed 
its condemnation of Germany’s 
infringement of the terms of the 
Versnilles Treaty. It is difficult 
to see, in the .circumstances, 
what other action it could take. 
Germany is angered ‘at having 


‘bean—specifically—indicled;—but--to—mako 
she surely cannot take exception 


to ‘the main grounds’on which 
the condemnatory resolution was 
based. These were (1) that 
serupulous regard forall treaty 
obligations is a fundamental 
principle of international life, 
being an essential condition of 
the maintenance of peace; and 
(2) that it is an essential prin- 
ciple of the law of nations that 
no nation has powei to liberate 
itself from the engagements of a 
treaty, nor to modify its stipu- 
lations, except by consent of. the 
other contracting parties. The 
whole structure of international 
law’ rests on these bases. Inas- 
much as Germany has admitted- 
ly infringed the military clauses 
of the Versnilles Treaty, she has, 


‘tin the words of the resolution, 


introduced a new and disturbing: 
element into the international 
situation—one which could not 
possibly pass unnoticed. The 
whole point is that no nation has 
the right fo be a law unto itself. 


. {Conceding that Germany had a 
Jgenuine grievance, ‘there were 


right and wrong’ methods of get- 
‘ting it remedied; she took the 
wrong method, and ‘is therefore 


rightly adjudged to-be at fault.
